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1. The claims aren't numbered consecutively. There is no claim 9. 

2. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 27 is confusing because the preceding claim doesn't have an 
antecedent basis for "coating composition". It appears that claim 27 should depend 
from claim 26. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 6, 8, 10-12, 15, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Saeki. 

Saeki discloses coating compositions comprising blcked diisocyanates an a 
polyol made from diisocycanate a diethanolamine., and further comprising a solvent and 
pigments (see example 1 and Table 1 ). 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 3, 4, 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.SC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Saeki. 

7. Saeki discloses th invention of the claims but doesn't specifically show using 
an isocyanurate or water. In col. 6, line 22, he discloses using isocyanate trimers. 
Isocyanurates are well known trimers, and in col. 8, line 10, he teaches using any 
solvent, which could include water and water miscible solvents. 

8. Claims 2, 5, 13, 14, 16-19, 21-23 and 26 are objected to for depending on 
rejected claims. 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Keppeler reference has been cited because it reads on 
some of the claims (see examples).
